The demage inflicted npon the National Union
moven.ént by the bad faith of the Northern De-
mooerafs tninrally reacts with peculiar  forg:
upon the people of the Souths The moderation,
the sobef sende, the evident desire to conelliate
whichjd Istinguished the Southern delogates at
Philadelphia, merited a more considerate re-
turn om the pars ol those who clalm Lo be their
fricnds in the Northern States, To bring back
gonnine national harmony, the represontatives
of the Bouth were prepared to scquiesce cors
dinlly in the propositions and plsus conceived
with speeial reference to the requlrements of
Northorn sentiment. They indlcatad areadinass
to lorego opinlons and preferences that the

eneral onuse of the Union might be thereby
wnetted, The least they bad a vight to ox-
pect by way ol response was a willingness to
sucntice partisan prejodice and ereed, that
nothing might retard tne combination of Union
forces in the Swites which will this aatumn de-
termine the grave lssues tow on Yrial before the
couniry. -

Why these natlonal expectations have beon
bufled, the South need have no difficulty in
Judgiog.  For whatever disappointment it may
sulier, the South may thank those who, like the
New York Demooracy, nave prejereel (ho arati-
ficution of their paltry ambition and the promo-
tion of their corrupt plans 10 the organization
of u great Union varty with every (air guaranice
of sucees:, In orher words, if toe Bouth to-day
disceri & cloud over the prospect presented at
l’hllmh-lphm,b {1 s beoause the Demoorats have
refused to abide by the conditions woloh were
there solemnly ratived. They have broken falth
plighted with lveral Republicans and with the
South, sod bave apphed themselves lnstead to
the hopeless task of reviving and aggrandizing
tie Democratic party.

If aught were wanted to teach the Bouth the
tolly of luoking for counsel or suocor in the
Democracy of the North, surely this Iast display
ol trenchery should be enough, There might
hiave been somo excuse for it had the Democratic
put!r. Hne u dir-lllu:ln\'ieol'gum:-:nlmu. the elightest
hope of victory. The duplicity, the infidelity.
would have remained the same as towards the
liberal Repunlicans: but the sSouth might not
necessarily have sutlercd in the same degroe
The certainty of deleat, however, deprives the
party evemn ot this poor wpology. Trammelled
with the odiom incurced [15 ita leaders during
the war, it has nowhere the lightest chance ol
suecess, It s cuargenble, therelore, with the
deliberate betouyal of the South as well as of
those who composed the Philudelphin Con-
vention,

It 1= for the South now to acknowledye the
significance ol indisputable tacts, and to govern
itsell accordmely, The bopes engendered by
the msgmbeeul pathering at Phusdelphin have
been wanionly destroyed. The patriotic move-
ment toere losnewurated bhas been summanly
and inexcusably arrested. There s no longer
rensonuble ground for supposing that in Penn-
aylvania, m Uhlo, 10 Inatana, or New York the
principles atfiymed by the Conveution will be
sustained atv the polls. The probability of
achieving a triumph ol Union principles by the
joint etlorts of conservative Republicate and
modergte Democrafs i at an end. And the
South eannot teo soon accept the conclusion,
that, in the adjustment of existing ditferences,
it will be mred to deal with (he party now
represented by the mujority in Cougress,

{ the Bouth were made op of men resem-

ling Mayor Monroe, of Néw Orleans, or if any
considerable proportion ol 118 people were likely
to gel upon the wdvice ol divers ol our Demo-
cralic uelghbors, there might be danger of &
refusal thus to recognize the logic ol events.
But since the war the Souih has evinced more
calmness and@iscretion than it has beon eredited
with, The conduct and language ot those
whom it eent to Philudelphin atford ground
for the opinion that it peither demands nor
expects extravagant concessions, It is anxious
above all things for a restored Union, tor a
reconstructed industry, for a revival of com-
merce, and the obliteration of passions and
prejudices growing out of the strogele. Com-
pared with these things, politics, us hitherto
understood, are of triding account. And all
attepts of Democratic candidotes and writers
in the North to encourage the Southern people
in pretansions which, 1u present circumstanees,
cornot possibly be sustained, wlll.[.we believe,
inil of their purpo-e. v

The Bouthern people are not fools that they
ghould intrust the yepair ol their ruined for-
tunes to a party which is destined to deteat
every Northern State. They are not lunatics
that they sbhould make their peace and pros-
perity contingent upon the trinmph of the
Executive iu the face of the emphatic verdict of
the Noitti, Their recent acvion aifords proof
that they are prepared to acquiesoe with a good
grace iu that which 18 inexorable. And the lm-

roved tone of she Richmond Lraminer, and
_rrmmn!n of that stamp—the earvestness with
which they arc devoting themselves to questiong
connected with the material welfare of their
respective. Joeallties—thelr cevident desire to
solve the problem of negro labor and education
in a spirit of kindness snd humanity—encourage
the hope that the south wiil not rail to compre-
hend the situstion as now it 18, amd to prepure
for the changes which really seem to be in-
evitble.

An intelligent man like Mr, Peter Cooper,
whose letter to Mr. Johnson we were glad the
other day to publisl, gccepts the laect, takes his
stand upon 1, aud mekes no attempt o get
round it, under i1, or over it. He 1s content
to ask himsell and others what new public and
private duties are to be inlerced from this tun-
dsmenial souvial change; wlile cowards are
shrieking thenr apprcuensions, while Copper-
head politicians swre bewailing the alteration,
while indomitabie Soothern aristocrats are
geeking to save some fragments ot irresponsible
uuthonty out of the fire, this honorable New

York merchant—we hope that we have
many like him—Dbegins Immediately and con-
seientiously to loquire what legislaton is
ueeded to render these freedmen In name really
and truly freedmen infact. We make 4 note of
this, becanse w2 are sure that the prosperity
and safety ot the country demand a general and
hearty acquiescence in the vital chanse which
the violence of eecession rendered it impossible
longer to postoone.

The New Orlenns Riot Sorved Up ina
New Dish.

The shocking riot st New Orleans has heen
glonted over by the radicals, ever sinoe ils oc-
cuirence, a8 4 particular god.coad to thyir party,
They eanght at it with delighted avidity, and
have been constantly ehuckling and rojotcing ns
they would at the unexpected discovery of a
valuable treasure, They boast that it has ena-
bled them to carry the Maine election by an in
crensed majority. On the strength of it they
expect to succeed in most of Lhe elections in the
other Siates, In thus exulting over what wll
good citizens, North and South, onght to de-
plore, they exhibit the heartless character of

| their purty, which rejoices 1o wil bloodshed that

helps 1L attain 1ts partisan ends, aud which even
regards the Inte e1vil war with mtense satisfse-
tion, beecanse 1t has enabled the abolitionists to
necomplish thetr darlivg object,

The i1nvaluabie New Orleans riot is every
week or two dished up by themn in some new
form to enable them to keep (¢ constantly
belore the publie.  Ever aud anon, it his to be
“myestigated” anew, with a view, u8 they say,
to tix the responsibility; nod they have now
brough! out a vepott, oy & pretenaed mulitary
bourd, whith, sccording to the Fribune, 'astens
the whole blame of the riot upon Mayor Monroe.

Wedo not deem it uecessary, now and here,
to contest the correctnes: of this conelusion,
It seems more important to show, that, even
admittiog the fact te be ns the radicals would
have i, they are noc warranted i making it a
ecasus Lol against the whole white pupulation
of the south, Why should six or eight millions
of people be beld responsible for one man's mis-
deeds? Evenf Moayor Monroe 15 regarded as
the represeniative on those who elected him, his
conduct would joeualpate only the cily of New
Urleans, nnd there is still the injustice of
making the who'e fouth answesable for ocourr-
ences in a sinele mumeipality, over which they
huve no sort of control.

The New Orleans riot affords a good occision
for retorting upon the Republicans some ot their
own rem-onipe. They hold tnat laree cities,
abounding m eriminal und dangerous classes,
are unut to be trusted with their own govern-
ment, According to the Repubhean view, if
New York were pot held inestraint by tho legis-
lative commissious imposed upon it by the
raral distmets, this eity would be n turoulent
pandemonium in which no decont citizen could
live. Now let us suppose that all these legis-
lutive commissions were withdrasn, and that
New York was as completely selt-governed
as New Orleans is. Suppose that Fernando
Weod—we mention Mr. Wood because be
uged to be regarded by the Republicans
as the bete mowr of our city politics - wers
Mayoer, with the complete control ol the police
which be once had. 1f, under such eir
cumstances, a riot shonld occur in tue city,
by which a pohtical wmeebing was broken
up, some blood spilled, and some lives lost,
we sk the Republicuns if there would be any
justice in charging the guilt upon not merely
the whole people of the Btate, but tbe whole
people of the North ¥ Would there be any
Justioe even in charging it upon the whole peo-
e of the ety ¢ It is the constant soug of the
tepublicans that the respeciable inhabitants of
the city need o be protected by the rural dis-
tnets sgainst the domigation of the daneervus
clasges. Let them apply their own reasoning
to New Orleans, which is the New York of the
South. In that view, the late riot is merely un
argument sganst municipal government n
New Orlean<, 11 logic does not ebange 118 nature
with latitude, all that any Republican has a
right to inier from the New Orleans riot is,
that that ity ought to be put under the govern-
went of o dozéen commissioners appointed by
the Lovisiunas Legislature; that its Mayor
ghoula be divested ol tne control of the police,
ns Mavor Wood was several years ago of the
New York police; and that its direction should
be given to a virtuous police commission ema-

| nating from the healthful moral atmosphere of

the rural districts,

But whether wunicipal selfgovernment is
the propoer thing tor New Orleans or vot, it s
clear cuovgh that the whole Bouth ought not
to be punished and disiravchised tor s local
disturbance 1 that city, which not one in au
hundied ot its own citizens particpated in or
approved of, The South is pre-eminently an
agricultural section. [Its urban popalation and
the mugoitude ol 118 cities, 15 (ar smaller pro-
Puriiunalk thun those of the agricultural West,
The dew cliies the South has, contain the
sweepings of the restless classes of o vast sec-
tion woich has been desolated by war, and the
dishbanding of whose armies ha? turned loose
many rovgh and insnbordmate coaracters
ready to plunge reckiessly 1oto any excitement,
To make a great population ol planters, hyins
quietly on their estates and trylng to mend
their broken fortunes, respousible for the vio-
lence of the thugs of a single city, i8 the helght
of absuraity as well as of injustice,

Reasonnble readers will admu, that even if
the whole responsibliity of the New Orleans
riot rests upon Mayor Monoroe, sond none p1 it
upon the convention ol conspiralors wono had
met lor the declared Purpnan of overthrowing
the Stsre government, that regretable ovegr-
rence does not justity the vse made of it by the
radicals.
